145. \(New) A connector according to claim 144, 
wherein said segments are bendable out of a plane defined by 
said clip segments. 

146. (New) A connector according to claim 144, 
wherein a resilience of said attachment segments is defined to 
control a diameter changing behavior of said connector. 

147. (New) \A connector according to claim 144, 
wherein said clip segments do penetrate target tissue when the 
clip closes, but do not transfix said tissue.
